Dear Citizens of Northfield: 


We are happy to report that the property aquisitions necessary to construct 
a new bridge on Sargent Street have been completed and the project will go 
out to bid in 1984. A temporary bridge has been installed on Cross Mill Road 
which has alleviated some of the concerns of residents in that area of Town. 

The amount of delinquent taxes as of December 31, 1983 has declined over 
the amount outstanding as of December 31, 1982 by $5,636.55, leaving an 
unpaid balance of $579,569.03. We hope that those residents who have not 
paid their property taxes will make payments as they can to reduce this bur- 
den on Town finances. 

We are in the process of trying to solve our refuse disposal problems by 
attending meetings in Concord and Franklin for their proposed regional in- 
cineration projects. 

Construction of our animal holding facility is almost complete, thanks to 
many hours of volunteer labor. An Open House is planned in the spring so 
the residents can view this facility. 

We have been seeking federal funding for housing rehabilitation and down- 
town revitalization in a joint effort with the Town of Tilton. We are hopeful 
that our efforts will be successful in 1984. 

The Board of Selectmen wishes to express its sincere appreciation to all 
elected officials, town employees, committee members, volunteers and resi- 
dents who have helped to make our Town a town to be proud of.

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WARRANT FOR THE TWO HUNDRED AND FOURTH 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the County of Merrimack 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Northfield Town Hall the thirteenth 
day of March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town officers and School District officers 
for the ensuing year. And on the seventeenth day of March next at ten of 
the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawals from 
Revenue Sharing Funds, established under the provision of the State and Lo- 
cal Assistance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against budgeted appropria- 
tions for the following priority purposes, and in the amount indicated, or 
take any action thereon: 


1. Dump Truck 12,000.00 
2. Library Shelving, Signs 

and Masonry Work 950.00 
3. Police Cruiser and Necessary Equipment 12,144.00 
4. 2 Scanners for Police Cruisers 280.00 
5. PR24 and Holders 112.00 
6. To Reduce Expenses— Highway 25,000.00 
7. To Reduce Expenses — Police 25,000.00 
Total 75,486.00 


3. To see if the Town will vote to remove $25,000.00 from the Capital 
Reserve Building and Equipment Fund to purchase a new dump truck. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to remove $11,140.36 from the Capital 
Reserve Arch Restoration Fund for necessary repair work. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint 
the Road Agent. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the amendments to the North- 
field Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board and by special 
ballot prepared for same. 

7. To see whether the Moderator should convey in writing to the Gover- 
nor and elected State Representative the demand of the people of Northfield 
to have the State of New Hampshire appropriate special education funds 
authorized through current legislation and to examine ways to further assist 
the districts in special education costs mandated by State and Federal law. 
(By Request) 
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8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $2,056.00 to purchase 
a new radar unit for the Police Department. Said funds are to be expended 
only if half of this amount of money is obtained from a federal grant. 

9. To see if the Town will authorize and direct the Selectmen to review 
the consideration which may be involved in participating with the City of 
Concord Solid Waste Resource Recovery Project, to enter into discussions 
and negotiations regarding the project, and to report back to the Town as 
to their findings and recommendations. A decision by the town to partici- 
pate or not to participate in the project will be deferred to a special town 
meeting in the fall of 1984, or the regular town meeting in March of 1985. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 287-E 
relative to the conduct of games of bingo and the sale of lucky 7 tickets. 
(By Ballot) 

11. To see if the Town will vote to adopt an ordinance relative to aban- 
doned, condemned and fire-gutted buildings as follows: 

Section I—It shall be unlawful for any building to remain stand- 
ing after a major fire, unless rebuilding of said structure is in 
process within twelve (12) calendar months of said fire. Other- 
wise, said building shall be torn down and cellar hole filled wi- 
thin twelve (12) calendar months of fire. 

Section IT — It shall be unlawful for any building to remain stand- 
ing unsecured by any entry thereto, or which has been codemned 
by health officials. Such structure shall be made completely safe 
or destroyed within twelve (12) calendar months from con- 
demning. 

Penalty — Any violation of Section I and II shall be a violation 
which could result in a daily penalty of not more than $20.00 per 
day, not to exceed $1,000.00 

12. To see if the Town of Northfield shall call upon the Governor and 
Executive Council, its State Representative(s) and State Senator to prompt- 
ly convene a Special Session of the Legislature for the sole purpose of prevent- 
ing the imposition of huge cost increases in electric rates resulting from the 
Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, businesses, schools and agen- 
cies in the Town of Northfield, and to direct the Selectmen to promptly notify 
our above listed elected officials of the Town’s desire. (By Petition) 

13. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget submitted by the 
Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept, 
receive and expend any Federal or State funds that may become available 
to the Town within the fiscal year 1984. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize prepayment of taxes and 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes. 
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16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to dis- 
count by 2% any amount in taxes due when said taxes are paid within 30 
days of the date of billing. 

17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 

18. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to administer or di- 
spose of any real estate that may be acquired through the Tax Collector’s 
deeds. 

19. To transact any business that may legally come before said meeting. 

The polls shall close not earlier than six of the clock in the evening.

We have examined the combined financial statements and the combining 
individual fund financial statements of the Town of Northfield, New Hamp- 
shire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1982, as listed in the table 
of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in 
the circumstances. 

As described in Note 1B, the combined financial statements referred to 
above do not include financial statements of the General Fixed Asset Group 
of Accounts which should be included to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 

In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group 
of Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, the combined financial 
statements and the combining and individual fund financial statements

The Northfield Planning Board meets the third Monday of every month 
at 7:30 p.m. in the town hall. The board consists of seven regular members, 
including the chairman, secretary and selectman representative, plus two al- 
ternate members. 

In February, Priscilla Beaulieu resigned as secretary and Mark Greenburg 
was appointed to fill her term. In March, James Lamanuzzi resigned as chair- 
man. Jeanne Mazur was elected chairman for the following year. 

In 1983 thirty-five lots were subdivided, representing an income to the 
General Fund of $882.00. 

The board worked closely with the Lakes Region Planning Commission 
to revise the subdivision regulations to be in compliance with state RSAs. 
On May 25, 1983, a public hearing was held and the revised regulations were 
adopted. 

Again, in accordance with state RSAs, the board reviewed the current zon- 
ing ordinance with L.R.P.C. representative Roger Ackley and ten amend- 
ments were recommended. The first public hearing was held December 14, 
1983, the second January 30, 1984. These changes will be on the March ballot. 

In September, the Lakes Region Planning Commission held a series of four 
lectures concerning the new Recodification of the RSAs governing the plan- 
ning board and all other land use boards, effective January, 1984. All Lec- 
tures were attended by at least two members of the Northfield Board. 

The 1982 Master Plan is completed and will serve as a guide in continuing 
the orderly management of the town growth. Copies of the Master Plan are 
available at town offices.

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HALL MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
Public Library For Tilton and Northfield 
1983 Annual Report 


Among displays at the Hall Memorial Library in 1983, the historic North- 
field and Tilton scenes on treasured old picture postcards were loaned by 
Gordon Hill and attracted much interest. In May, the librarian told stories 
to two groups of children and parents at the Young Readers Conference at 
WRMS. For the younger group, stories by Emberley and Zemach were told 
with pictures shown on the opaque projector, while the older group heard 
various stories about The Great Stone Face. Story Hours were held in six 
week sessions, once a week, at the library. Songs and games were included 
with picture book stories. Free films also regularly provided a half hour of 
fun for youngsters (on Wednesdays) and provided reading stimulus as most 
N.H. State Library’s children’s films are based on outstanding children’s 
books. Colorful travel films and documentaries were shared with adult groups 
upon request. On June 14 the Summer Reading Program drew thirty-eight 
participants eager to read and report on books. Winners of the Race to Read 
were announced August 24 at the annual Ice Cream Party. Meredith Banks, 
Rhonda Towne, Denise Beane, Beth McCarthy, Katie Hall and Jane Clow 
were outstanding in several categories, but a// participants were winners in 
that they enjoyed reading and improved their skills in comprehension, speed 
and reporting. 

The Friends of the Library put on the Annual Book Sale June 22 to Old 
Home Day, June 25, from a Main St. storefront in Tilton to a booth at North- 
field Pines. Camille Tolme, President, reported an intake of $360 from the 
sale of donated and discarded books, to be used for the library. A new pro- 
gram offering wooden puzzles, educational toys and beginner books was in- 
itiated with this money and has proved popular for parents borrowing the 
items on a | week loan at the library to use with youngsters, thus promoting 
reading readiness along with a good time of sharing. 

Memorial books and donations were received by the library with appreci- 
ation, in memory or William M. Lawrence and of Mary Ellen Osgood. The 
latter was a devoted librarian of Hall Memorial Library for thirty-eight years 
and left two or three hundred books and records, as well as a monetary be- 
quest, to the library. The Tilton-Northfield Garden Club gave shrubs to the 
library, one in memorial to Mrs. Channing Sanborn and one to commemorate 
the club’s Centennial Year. A beautiful Christmas wreath was also donated 
and Ruth Gorrell and the Tolme family provided a lovely Christmas tree for 
the library. 

A word of explanation is due in regard to a drop in the circulation of chil- 
dren’s books this past fall. Since the Union Sanborn School now happily has 
a school librarian four days a week, the weekly class visits to the public library 
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have declined from eleven classes per week a year or two ago to three to five 
classes per week as of October, 1983. However, children still need both school 
libraries and a good public library to round out their reading experiences. 
We hope that parents of school children will help to introduce them to their 
public library and assist them in forming habits of borrowing and returning 
books regularly, learning to find books and materials on their own, and seek- 
ing the librarian’s aid where needed. Likewise, the library staff constantly 
endeavors to improve the collection and services of the library, welcomes 
the participation of all citizens and suggestions as to programs for further- 
ing public library usage.

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YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 1983 ANNUAL REPORT 


1983 was a successful year for the Youth Assistance Program. Our thanks 
to all those in the agencies with which we work, including the police depart- 
ments, the schools, the Tilton-Northfield Recreation Department, the Twin 
Rivers Family Crisis Network, and the state Office of Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse Prevention. Heartfelt thanks also to all our volunteers, without whom 
our work would be impossible. 

Since YAP began in 1975, we have served 587 youths from Northfield. 
Tilton has accounted for 636, and we have served 254 from Sanbornton. In 
1983, we served 91 from Northfield, 50 from Tilton, and 10 from Sanbornton. 

We had 27 court diversion cases in 1983: 14 from Northfield, 11 from Til- 
ton, and two from Sanbornton. We have had a steady decrease in court diver- 
sion cases since 1979, when there were 92, showing that this, combined with 
our other programs and activities, has had a positive effect on our primary 
goal, that of preventing juvenile problems and delinquency. 

We continue to provide counseling to all youths from Northfield, San- 
bornton, and Tilton. YAP also provides meaningful programs and work- 
shops, often in cooperation with the Tilton-Northfield Recreation 
Department. The People Program provides matches between volunteer adults 
and children. We give our particular thanks this year to volunteer Carol Smart 
of Sanbornton. 

Your director is chairperson of the Twin Rivers Family Crisis Network, 
which this past year created a host-home system, in which juveniles in fami- 
ly crises can stay in a volunteer host home for up to ten days while the prob- 
lems are being worked out. The host families are well-screened and trained. 

The YAP staff coordinated the “Chemical People” television viewing and 
discussions, and as a result a task force to work on juvenile drug abuse has 
been formed. If you’re interested in joining the task force, please let us know. 

We also ran the games at Old Home Day and had large turnouts for Hal- 
loween and Christmas parties. Our Friday night movies, co-sponsored with 
the Recreation Department, are proving popular. 

Beverly Sprague of Tilton, a student at the Technical Institute in Concord, 
is performing her practicum with us this year and has been very helpful. Jean 
Moreau continues to be an enormous asset in her capacity of Administrative 
Assistant/Program Coordinator.

To the Inhabitants of the Tilton-Northfield Fire District, qualified to vote 
in District Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Tilton-Northfield Fire Station on 
Monday, March 19, 1984 at 7:30 o’clock in the evening to act on the follow- 
ing subjects. 

1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 

To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

To choose a Fire Commissioner for the ensuing three (3) years. 
To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year. 

6. To hear the reports of the Treasurer and Fire Commissioners and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

7. To see if the Fire District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Three hundred twenty-five thousand ($325,000.00) dollars to pay for the 
construction of a new Fire District building to be located on Fire District 
land to be funded as follows: 

a. Thesum of One hundred seventy-eight thousand ($178,000.00) dol- 
lars in long term notes or bonds, said sum not to be expended unless a grant 
of One hundred twenty-five thousand ($125,000.00) dollars is awarded for 
the construction.
